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Final Hurricane 


Dora SET Report 


(Editor's Note: Last month we covered Dora and the W8RHZ 
willfull QRMing of Net Bravo. -= Copy of last month and 
this SKIP is being mailed to W8RHZ. -- Here is the final 
Dora/SET report from your Florida SECs. ) 

Net D Manager K4KDN reported: Net D was opened .at 
2015Z September 8 by W4FNE and ran continuously until 
1334Z September 11. During the operation, lasting 52 hours 
30 minutes, 137 stations checked in, and a total of 233 
messages were handled. NCS were K4KDN, W4TUB, K4SJH, 
WA4HDH, WA4IJH, WA4ECY, K4VFY, W4FNE, WA4LCH, 
W4WHK, K4COO, W4TRS, W4LUV, WA4RSQ, WA4PDS, 
W4IEI and WA4IMC. 

W4OHP and W4PIM provided contact with Atlanta. K4KMO 
was with us almostconstantly for anything going toWashing- 
tame. 

"The total traffic handled was somewhat discouraging. As 
W4TUB comments; 'We could have handled more had there 
been more outlets available on the east coast, but still not 
enough to justify the time sacrificed by the many c.w. 
operators who stood by throughout the emergency. ' WA4IJH 
says, The Key City concept doesn't seem to be working. 

Rather a Key Station system of storing traffic is working and 
this haphazardly.'. .. Nets Bravo and Alpha may or may 
be established but we still have no outlet to them in the 
disaster area." 

K4KDN continues: All indications point to a complete or 
almost complete breakdown in the plan for interchanging 
traffic between nets through the intercom system at Key 
Cities. It should have been possible to cover the entire state 
effectively through such interchange with traffic finally 
sifting down to the AREC nets on v.h.f. for delivery. It is 
felt that many stations were standing by on the phone nets 
who could have been of assistance indeliveries if the traffic 
had had some channels for reaching them. And the same 
thing may be said for traffic in the reverse direction. (These 
and similar comments and criticisms will be discussed 
thoroughly inthe SECs comments to be published next month 
in SKIP.) 

No detailed report has been received at deadline from Net 
Charlie. 

There was little time to rest after Dora. The floods came. 
Dora's heavy rains produced serious flooding in Live Oak 
and less serious but still had conditions in Perry, Madison, 
CrossCity and many other smaller communities in the area. 
The Florida ARPSC went back on Condition One at 2030Z 
September 12, with Tallahassee, Jacksonville, Orlando and

Bill Dunham Fund 


July and September issues 
of SKIP carried items re- 
garding the serious heart 
operation facing Bill Dun- 
ham, W4TRS, in the very 
near future. Bill spent an 
expensive visit to Mayo's in 
Rochester, Minn., during 
May where he was told that, 
to live, he had to have a 
heart value repaired but that 
it would have to wait until 
the condition worsened. He 
is now in such shape that he 
cannot perform his normal 
work and, if the condition 
continues, he will shortly 
be unable to work at all. 
The operation was expected 
to be performed next spring 
but from present indications 
it will be sooner. 

This operation has been 
perfected only recently, the 
first successful one having 
been performed in 1961, 
and Bill says that he has a 9 


to 1 chance of coming out 
of itasanew man and being 
able toresume normal activ- 
ity. However, it is costly; 
some $2,500 will be requir- 
ed. Insurance will cover a 
little less than half but Bill 
is up against it for the dif- 
ference. Donations made in 
response to previous appeals 
are appreciated but fall far 
short of meeting the urgent 
need. Some of the expense 
can be paid for after the 
operation but he needs about 
$800 cash before he can 
even enter the hospital! 
The amateur radio frater- 
nity has generously come 
through to the aid of cases 
of distress many times and 
it is hoped that each of you 
will give this case your very

AMATEUR OF THE MONTH 


I am writing this tolet other hams in Florida know about a 
dedicated man, Don Wennerburg, WA4PXR, of De Funiak 
Springs, Florida. Don does more than pass traffic for fellow 
hams, although he spends a great many hours on his TR-3 
running patches for missionaries all over the world from 
De Funiak Springs, and Don hears the expense of many of 
them. 

Several months ago Don was talking to a missionary in 
Santo Domingo, and Don asked him what he needed more 
than anything else. He told Don he could use 1, 000 Bibles 
printed in Spanish. Immediately Don started to work, and 
within a week had ordered over 500 Bibles to be shipped. As 
usual, Don bore 90% of the expense. The Bibles were bought 
at a good price of $1. 38 each. 

Another missiou.ary inSouthAfricatold Don he needed two 
hard-to-get capacitors to keep his rig on the air, so Don 
started looking for them; and after several long-distance 
phone calls to wholesale distributors over the country, no 
one had ever heard of the type-capacitor that Don wanted. 
Don soon contacted the missionary again and found that he 
had received the wrong information; the capacitors were . 02 
mfd instead of .02 electrolytic. Don went to the local TV 
repair shop and bought 6 and airmailed them to South Africa. 

Another missionary in Central America mentioned to Don 
that if his people had some seed to plant that they could be- 
come self dependent. Don went to work on this and bought 
600 pounds of peanuts corn, soy beans and other assorted 
seeds to ship. After acquiring the seed, he had to have it 
shipped to a port for loading on a ship to be transported. He 
found out it would cost him $400 just to have it loaded on 
the ship because he would have to pay a whole union crew a 
certain number of hours to load it. He spent many hours 
calling different people trying to get the seeds shipped. 
Finally the seeds were shipped, and they were received in 
good condition. By now I am sure the seeds are producing 
for the people of this country. 

Just the other day a new TR-3 with power supply, two 
mikes, coax, and everything any amateur would need to 
have a Class A station were bought and paid for by Don and 
given to a missionary that is about to depart from these 
United States for Argentina for five years. 

These are a few things I know about Don. He is not a rich 
man, and he denies himself a life of luxury for his fellow 
man. Don doesn't even own a TV set because it would take 
up too much time, valuable time, that he could be helping 
someone else. 

I hope everyone that reads this or hears this will write to 
Don with your support. Just the name and town is enough 
OTH.

METERS 


As I mentioned in my 
previous column, antennas 
for 160 are a real problem. 
One consideration you have 
to make on this band is what 
coverage isdesiredthe most, 
and then fit the antenna for 
the space available. If you 
desire only short range cov- 
erage, a 40 or 80 meter 
dipole fed as a random 
length through a loading 
coil or a "pi" network will 
be satisfactory. However, an 
antenna that will let you 
have your cake and eat it 
too is some sort of a verti- 
fed against ground. It doesn't 
have to be a quarter wave 
long, butit should be some- 
thing that will get the high 
current portion of it up in 
the air and in the clear. In 
this way, effective ground 
wave coverage can be had 
day or night, and low angle 
radiation can be effectively 
realized for" long" distances. 
The length can be almost 
anything from 40 to 140 feet, 
but the longer the better. It 
can be top loaded as neces- 
sary, and as nearly vertical 
as possible. 

A good ground is absol- 
utely essential, and should 
be at the very least a cold 
water pipe. A radical sys- 
etn sores somes sort seot aa. 
counterpoise, is much more 
effective. The details of 
effective systems can't be 
thoroughly explored in SKIP, 
so I recommend you beg or 
borrow a copy of the ARRL 
antenna handbook, and refer 
to the May, 1949, issue of 
OST for excellent ideas on 
antennas specifically for 
160. For those who have 
antenna towers or poles, 
shunt-fed systems, ade- 
quately described in engin- 
eering texts, may be the 
answer. Don't overlook the 
DDRR antenna either, best 
described in CQ for June, 
1964, 

Conditions are improving 
now, with less ORN, longer 
skip, and more activity. 
Traffic men take note, this 
may be your answer to early 
evening long skip problems. 
Don't forget the transatlantic 


tests, Dec-Feb, covered 
elsewhere in SKIP.

In the October issue of 
SKIP we outlined a QSY 
plan for OFN, designed by 
W3QCW, RM, MDD, for re- 
ducing ORM between various 
nets, which provided for off 
frequency operation by OFN 
members on three frequen- 
cies; i.e., down4, up 7 and 
up 11 fromthe net frequency 
of 3651 KCs, Further study 
by W3QCW, after comments 
from some of the other nets 
involved, has resulted ina 
modification of the plan by 
eliminating the "down 4" 
and "up 11" spots. The "up 
7'' spot is assigned exclu- 
sively to OFN for OSY pur- 
poses. 

A careful analysis, taking 
into consideration the times 
the various nets meet, indi- 
cates that prior to OOO0Z 
most of the frequencies 
higher than 3651 will be un-. 
occupied by traffic handling 
and noharm will result from 
moving up 4, up 7 and up 
11. At OO0O0Z, QIN starts on 
3656 and EMN on 3660 and, 
under the plan, these nets 
have been assigned QSY 
frequencies on 3654, 3662 
and 3664, Therefore, after 
00Q0Z, OFN net controls 
should attempt to confine 
off frequency operation to 
3658 (up 7). Usually the net 
is fairly clear by that hour 
and there shouldbe no hard- 
ship but if traffic is exceed- 
ingly heavy and additional 
frequencies are necessary, 
stations should be instructed 
to find spots up about 4 and 
about 10 without causing 
interference with other nets 
operating nearby. 

This QSY arrangement 
covers only the early session 
of OFN. Most nets have 
ended by the time of the 
late session at 0300Z but 
RNS begins at 0330Z on 
3645 and should be avoided.

Emergency Maritime Mobile

From the Sunday issue of 
the Cape Cod Standard 
Times, August 9, 1964: 

Moe + oh, on Lhe. VaCinLOn 
Peer out of Nantucket was 
reported hitting heavy seas 
and high winds 40 miles 
south of Martha's Vinyard. 
The cutter Cape Horn out of 
Provicetown on district pa- 
trol was enroute to escort 
the yachtto Nantucket. Two 
persons were on board the 
crait, thes@oast "Guard 
Salida. Tedeman 

To the Sunday readers this 
was just another rescue by 
the U.S.C.G., butthe story 
of service by amateur radio 
operators was left untold. 
So here it is 

I was vacationing withmy 
family onCape Cod and am 
active on 6 meters with a 
Communicator III and a 
Hilltopper beam with the 
KWM.2 in the mobile. 

Saturday, August 8th, on 
Cape Codwas cool, overcast 
and threatening rain. There 


‘wasn't much incentive for 


outdoor activities. After few 
CQs on 6, I made my way 
to the lower bands. I was 
tuning 20 meters around the 
low endwhen I heard some- 
body say, "emergency -- 
maritime mobile." I lis- 
tened for a bit and heard 
VEQMU, Eric asking for in- 
formation on shallow water 
shoals in the Nantucket 
area. He stated that the use 
of his engine to power the 
30 foot motor sailer, Jon 
Peer out of Bermuda (not 
Nantucket) was to no avail 
due to heavy seas. This was 


_ just before noon, I ate and 


hurried back to the car to 


follow the course of events. 
VEQMU/MM was now talking 
to W1BCR, WA4ECY and 
W4PAA (both Pensacola) 
and tryingto get information 
from the Newport Coast 
Guard station. 

I decided that possibly I 


could assist, so I drove my’ 


mobile to the Chatham 
USGC rescue station about 
a mile away. I asked for 
the Officer-in-Charge and 
C.P.O. Chase SUCG came 
out to the car. I asked 


W4PAA toinquire if VE@MU 


would like to notify the 
Brant Point USVG facility 
on Nantucket Island that he 
was having difficulty and 
was told to do so. 

CPO Chase went inside 
and called Brant Point sta- 
tion on USCG frequency and 
suggested that Brant Point 
contact a Nantucket Ham to 
act as liason because Brant 
Point had no general cover- 
age receiving equipment or 
RDF equipment. 

Soon KINDG, Len, came 
on calling me on 14257kc 
and alterted WI1BDF, Ed, 
also onNantucket to get on. 
I briefed them on the situa- 
tion and asked that they call 
VEQMU/MM direct. 

From this time on W1BDF 
with his beam and SSB rig 
acted as direct contact with 
VEQMU and KiNDG on AM 
acted as liason with Brant 
Point USCG via telephone. 

With small craft warnings 
flying, heavy seas, treach- 
erous waters, a squall line 
and darkness approaching, 
14 mc. schedules were kept 
with Eric by KiINDG and 
WI1BDF and progress of the 


The Junk Box 


I would first of all like to 
thank you for your fine reac- 
tion to this column. We 
already have two gadgets 
sent to us by fellow hams, 
but we'll need more than 
that to keep the column up. 
So send in that diagram and 
see it in SKIP. 

This month Sid Wolfeld, 
WA4KPZ sent us an antenna 
idea used in Europe for 
multiband operation on even 
harmonics. Called the 
"GSRV Multiband Antenna", 
it is a variation of the 
Windom antenna so popular 
during the thirties. 

Sid wrote that he used the 
"GSRV" while stationed in 
Germany on the top four 
bands. Running 200 watts, 
cw and phone, he consist- 
ently made many solid 
stateside contacts on 20 
phone as wellas one KL7 on 
20 phone. 

The antenna is made by 
feeding a 105 foot wire at 
the center with 34 feet of 
TV 300 ohm ribbon, and 
feeding the ribbon with any 
length of S0-ohm coax. 
This will permit operation 
on 80, 40, 20 and 10 meters 
with good results. For hams 
with small lots, feeding a 
50-1/2 foot wire with 17 
feet ofribbon and any length 
of coax, will permit opera- 
tion on the 40, 20 and 10 
meter bands.

Hurricane Report 


Tampa alerted afterState CDHOQ issued an alert to the North 
Florida Area CD Office. The SECs requested all ECs within 
150 miles of the flooded area to alert mobiles and prepare 
portable stations to move in on short notice if they shouldbe 
needed. Net C handled a number of messages to various 
CDHQs and Highway Patrol stations but no communications 
outages occurred which were serious enoughto require send- 
ing in outside help. An estimated 30 to 50 units and probably 
more were available on less than an hour's notice. W4WRT 
in Live Oak checked into NetC to say that water was within 
6 inches of the floor of his house but he still had power and 
telephone service. He handled a couple of messages for Red 
Cross. 

Hilda, meantime, had generated in the Caribbean and 
had begun a slow course across Cuba, developing from 
easterly wave to tropical storm to hurricane as she came. 
She slamme¢ intothe Louisiana coast just as SET was getting 
under way and Florida kept a keen eye on Hilda while han- 
dling communications for the Civil Defense aircraft exercise 
October 3 and 4. Most of this traffic was handled on Net C, 
with help also from Net B. Net D was in operation, in 
accordance with NTS/ARPSC plans for the national SET. 

Net D Manager K4KDN reports for SET: Net D was opened 
on 3651 ke at 2300Z October 3 by K4VFY and ran through 
October 0525Z October 5 except for several periods. Net 
controls were K4VFY, W4WHK, W4LUV, K4KDN, W4ATA, 
WA4HDH and W4TFL. Total traffic for all sessions was 105 
messages in 13 hours and 28 minutes of directed operation. 
Forty-six different stations participated in SET. Liaison was 
maintained throughout the exercise with 4RN and RNS, 
however, it appears that some incoming traffic was delayed 
in or prior to those nets. 

The real "capper'' came when the approaching skirts of 
Hurricane Hilda, which had already drenched the Florida 
panhandle with heavy rains for two days, set up a squall line 
and caused a tornado alert. The Florida ARPSC went ona 
real ConditionOne even before the SET operation had closed. 
But little or no traffic resulted from this action except some 
weather observations from the western panhandle to the 
Tallahassee weather bureau as the wind switched direction 
behind the rapidly moving cold front.

Lest there be any misunderstanding, the writer of this 
column does not hold anything against AM'ers, I write just 
those facts that I believe will be helpful or interesting to the 
average amateur radio fan. 

As an example the November 64 SKIP had a paragraph or 
two about a report from a P.O.S. (Pannel of ?Experts) whom 
I believe were appointed by the 1959 Geneva Conference. 
In effect that DSB and AM should be discontinued by 1970. 

I am sorry that some AM'ers have taken this as a personal 
dart thrown by me. I am only pointing out the trend, and 
the hard shell DSB gang should take the clue. 

Look in the exchange sections of ARRL,QST, CQ, SKIP 
and many other publications, try to trade some of your 
multi-hundred dollar AM equipment to the local or out of 
town dealers. You will be awfully surprised at the offers you 
will get if you are lucky. They will be a small fraction of 
your cost, even though you have possibly just finished paying 
for it. I know as I speak from experience. In 6 months I 
personally took a 300 dollar beating on a SX101-A. It isa 
matter of saving a dollar or two. 

As the few years between now and 1970 elapse the moving 
of this equipment will become more and more difficult. 
Look at the manufacturer advertisements in all of the pub- 
lications. You will not find very many AM rigs advertised 
for sale new in the 160 to 10 meter class. 

Now comes the fish hook, in June of 1964, Harrison Radio 
of New York was advertising Hallicrafters HT-32-B at a 
special deal. I was in NYC at the time and stacked on their 
sales floor were litterly dozens of the HT-32-B for about 
40% less than factory recommended amateur net. You could 
practically write your own deal. All new and fully covered 
by Hallicrafter warrantees, etc. This took a shot at the SSB 
boys as well as the AM'ers. Want a reason? In one word. 
Minaturization. 

Who needs so muchiron, progress is moving along at great 
leaps and bounds. We are antiquating before delivery. This 
is good for progress, but it sure is hell on the pocketbook. 

Now for a real shocker, to those of us that have some or 
all Collins gear in the shack, and possibly are buying it via 
the easy payment plan. You can look for a rush to unload 
the S line as the complete Heath line can be bought for 
slightly under the cost of the 3283, this includes a better 
than average receiver, a better than average transmitter, 
and a better than the 30L1 linear, all for $790. 00. 

Many hams who have bought theS line and still owe more 
than $500.00 on it will see the light and the rush will be 
on. So to you.AM'ers and those that have been offended by 
what I feel are the facts, I do not have an ax to grind. 

I try to report what I see and thetrendsthat are going on 
right at the moment, and these are modernization, mina- 
turization, move to more modern use of the allotted ham 
bands via space saving techniques, SSB. And if through read- 
ing and possibly saving a buck or two, this piecelt's A Fact 
has helped you, Iam pleased and my efforts are not entirely 
in vain.

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RADIOTELETYPE BY AMATEUR RADIO — 


by DICK ACKERMAN, 
WA4FIJ WEST FLORIDA 
EX for RTTY 


(Part 1) 


Radio teletype, for those 
of you who have never seen 
it in operation, is a fascin- 
ating and interesting mode 
of communication. At the 
standard United States trans- 
mitting speed of 60 words 
per minute, the speed with 
which either formal traffic 
or a general rag chew can 
be handled is amazing. 
Accuracy, of course, is 
more important than speed 
in record communications, 
and teletype can be just as 
accurate as either CW or 
voice. 

Modern amateur radio 
teletype came into being on 
February 20, 1953, when 
the Federal Communications 
Commission amended 
Part 12 of the Rules in order 
to allow F-1, or Frequency 
Shift Keying, in the non- 
voice portions of the 80, 
40, and 20 meter bands. 
Amateur teletype operators 
had been working with 
make-and-break keying 
since shortly after World 
War Il, and they were ready 
for the newly permitted 
frequency shift keying. In a 
very short time, new oper- 
ating techniques and stand- 
ards were worked out, and 
teletype nets were in oper- 
ation across the country. 

Right about now would be 
a good time to clear upa 
small misunderstanding about 
the use of the word Teletype. 
Most of us bandy it about, 
but strictly speaking the 
word Teletype is a trade- 
mark of the Teletype Cor- 
poration. The words ‘‘tele- 
printer’? or ‘‘teleprinting’’ 
would be more correct to 
use, unless you are referring 
to the actual machine manu- 
factured by the Teletype 
Corporation. 

The transmission of a 
teletype signal on the HF 
bands consists of two dis- 
crete frequencies, trans- 
mitted in a predetermined 
sequence and separated by 
not more than 900 cycles. 
These two frequencies are 
referred to as the ‘‘mark’’ 
and ‘‘space’® signals, and 
the various combinations in 
the five-unit code provide 
all the letters of the alpha- 
bet, numbers, and punctua- 
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tion. 

The keying of a trans- 
mitter to provide the frequen- 
cy shift is a very simple 
matter, really involving in 
more than the adding and 
removing of a small fixed 
capacitance acroSS your 
VFO circuit in accordance 
With the marks and spaces 
generated by the, teletype 
machine. In most applica- 
tions, this is done through 
the use of a biased diode 
which is turned on or Off 
by the keyboard mechanism. 
In more sophisticated side- 
band transmitters, the inser- 
tion of pure tones at the 
desired mark and space fre- 
quencies at the normal audio 
input will do the same job. 
Obviously, the device .to 
generate these tones will 
be more expensive than the 
simple diode-keyed frequen- 
cy shift, but people with 
sideband rigs don’t always 
like to go into the VFO and 
modify it. 


The teletype machine it- 
selfis a complicated device, 
with more levers, wheels, 
cams, contacts, and nuts 
and bolts than most hams 
have in their junk box in a 
lifetime. Fortunately, the 
Teletype Corporation makes 
a very reliable machine that 
seldom gives serious trouble 
in amateur use. Repair parts 
are readily available form 
any number of sources, 
usually at a reasonable 
price, if you should ever 
need them. The elactrical 
connections from the ma- 
chine to your transmitter are 
fairly simple, and the same 
applies to the input from 
your receiving converter. 

As for the converter, this 
is the real heart of any tele- 
type station. Commercial 
models are available to 
make the job of getting on 
the air very easy, but good 
ones’ are fairly expensive. 
Most active teletype opera- 
tors start with a home-built 
converter which gives good 
service, and then make im- 
provements on it, A very 
Simple converter can be 
constructed from all new 
parts for less than 35 doll- 
ars, and it will perform ade- 
quatelyin most applications. 
There are two types of con- 
verters in current use, the 
IF converter which takes an 
RF signal from your receiver 
and changes it to the proper 


mark and space pulses for 
your machine, and the audio 
converter which does the 
same job but starts with the 
audio output ofyour receiver. 
The audio type converter is 
probably the most popular 
at the present time, and is 
a little easier to construct

A 4X150 or 4X250 and 
like tubes can be run as 
grounded grid with great 
success -- provided that 
certain procedures are car- 
ried out. As an example: A 
4X250 B (1 tube) using 13 
watts of cathode drive will 
produce 325 watts output to 
the antenna. How? Eitel- 
McCullough say, 2000 VDC 
Plate, 250 MA plate cur- 
rent, ground grid for RF via 
bypass condensors to ground, 
screen 350 VDC bypass for 
RF to ground, apply normal 
negative gridvoltage, apply 
12-13 watts to cathode and 
get 325WattsRF to antenna. 
Write to Eimac for their 
sheet regarding the use of 
these tubes in grounded grid. 
Give several schematics 
along with the poop sheet.

Yet 13 words per 
minute are still required in 
order to get a general class 
amateur license.

inspector. He has a hidden 
gimmick guaranteed to 
frighten and freeze you un- 
less you KNOW that YOU 
KNOW the code at 15 wpm 
and will take on all comers. 
The way to get tothat point 
is? practice “-=" practice -— 
practice -- and more prac- 
tice. 

Now for procedure. First, 
convince yourself that CW 
is good; it is fascinating; it 
is easy; you want to learn it 
as an accomplishment, not 
as a burden. After all, it is 
an accomplishment, and 
one which you will be proud 
of and gain much pleasure 
from if you do not fight 
against it. It makes little 
difference in what procedure 
the letters and other char- 
actors are learned. The 
imperative thing is to learn 
Morse code ONLY by ear. 
The eyes have no place in 
learning the code except to 
see what you are writing on 
the paper. Unless the writ- 
ing is legible, what good is

it? You must write so that it 
can be read, at least by 
you, andpreferably by other 
people. Write long hand by 
all means. Printing is no 
good beyond 15 wpm, it just 
ain't possible, and you use 
entirely too much energy 
making the printed char- 
acters. 

Starting with no knowledge 

of code, in order to receive 
15 wpm in a period of six 
months or less, you must 
determine to practice at 
least every other day. If you 
are too busy, forget it and 
take up gardening. Learning 
the code will not rub off 
like the pollen from a Hibis- 
cus flower. You can't get it 
from exposure. The trouble 
most students have with 
learning to receive the 
Morse code is their own 
resistance to it. If you want 
to mearnese, practice 
regularly and accomplish- 
ment will become a thrilling 
experience.
